808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions Group I is brightness enhancement 
film that modify light rays, Group II is an illumination system having lighted panel with 
light modifier, Group III is display apparatus having edge lighted panel combined LCD 
and Group IV is an illumination apparatus having general light source combined with a 
modifier. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
